It  is  a  fair  inference  from  these  instructions,  that 
it  would  be  sin  to  attend  on  the  ministry  of  such  er- 
rorists. 

5.  The  affirmation  of  the  question  is  correct,  I 
maintain  jrom  facts  existing  on  the  subject.  There 
are  many  instances  where  members  of  evangelical 
churches  have  goneafter  such  errorists,swerv^  from 
the  faith,  and  identified  themselves  with  them.  That 
the  example  of  professing  Christians  has  led  many 
to  such  errors,  by  leading  many  to  such  meetings, 
is  evident  from  the  fact  that  this  example  is  addu¬ 
ced  by  others,  and  those  who  have  fallen,  as  a  war¬ 
rant  for  their  attendance.  Even  evangelical  minis¬ 
ters,  so  called,  have  been  led  by  popular  excitement, 
and  to  gratify  curiosity,  and  avoid  the  imputation 
of  bigotry,  to  visit  the  performances  of  these  error- 
ists,  by  which  they  have  sustained  and  encouraged 
not  only  them  and  their  errors,  but  furnished  a  fatal 
argument  for  their  flocks  to  forsake  their  own  sanc¬ 
tuary,  and  perhaps  their  own  faith,  for  one  more 
congenial  to  their  fallen  natures.  It  would  be  easy 
to  mention  instances  of  this  course,  but  I  deem  it 
unnecessary. 

Here  are  some  of  the  reasons  for  believing  it  de¬ 
cidedly  wrong  to  encourage  heretical  teachers  by 
our  attendance  on  their  instructions,  and  to  me  they 
appear  sufficient  to  induce  all  lovers  of  truth  to  with¬ 
hold  their  entire  influence  from  the  support  of  the 
popular  errors  of  the  day,  whatever  be  the  attract- 
ive  form  these  errors  may  assume,  remembering 
what  the  apostle  Paul  says  of  such,  “  For  such  are 
felse  apostles,  deceitful  workers,  transforming  them¬ 
selves  into  the  apostles  of  Christ.  And  no  marvel, 
for  Satan  himself  is  transformed  into  an  angel  of 
light.  Therefore  it  is  no  great  thing  if  his  minis¬ 
ters  also  be  transformed  as  the  ministers  of  right¬ 
eousness  ;  whose  end  shall  be  according  to  their 
works.” 

I  propose  to  notice  in  conclusion  two  or  three 
objections  which  are,  or  may  be  made  to  the  above 
sentiments.  “  If  we  refuse  to  hear  heretical  teach¬ 
ers,  we  cannot  judge  intelligently  of  their  senti¬ 
ments."  This  objection  would  have  some  more 
weight,  if  there  were  no  other  method  of  ascertain¬ 
ing  the  sentiments  of  religious  teachers.  Except 
the  origin  of  an  error,  and  we  may  know  the  sen¬ 
timents  of  nearly  all  errorists.  They  soon  make 
their  doctrines  known.  When  they  have  publish¬ 
ed  their  views  by  the  press  as  well  as  pulpit,  we 
are  not  obliged  to  hear  them  repeated  in  order  to 
know  them.  We  are  bound  to  conclude  that  even 
heretical  teachers  will  observe  some  propriety,  and 
will  declare  what  they  profess  to  believe  at  a  suitable 
time,  so  that  it  is  unworthy  an  intelligent  Christian 
to  plead  that  we  must  hear  every  errorist  for  our¬ 
selves  before  we  condemn  his  doctrines,  when  they 
are  well  known  by  well-authenticated  written  or 
oral  testimony.  The  principle  of  the  objection,  car¬ 
ried  out,  would  require  us  to  attend  the  theatre,  the 
race  course  or  gambling  board,  because  we  could 
not  ‘judge  intelligently’  of  the  sentiments  or  prac¬ 
tices  of  the  performers,  though  enough  is  known 
of  them  to  require  every  watchman  on  Zion’s  walls 
to  lift  a  warning  voice,  and  every  citizen,  whether 
Christian  or  not,  to  join  in  efforts  to  prevent  their 
desolating  effects. 

2.  Another  objection  is,  that  “  inasmuch  as  some 
errorists  show  much  piety,  produce  much  excite¬ 
ment,  and  by  concealing  their  own  sentiments  and 
advancing  those  held  in  common  with  Christians, 
apparently  lead  some  to  embrace  a  hope  of  salva¬ 
tion,  it  cannot  be  wrong  to  bear  and  co-opeiate  with 
them,  since  they  appear  to  be  used  in  the  hands  of 
God  to  save  souls  from  hell.”  Now,  this  reasoning 
appears  plausible  at  first.  But  it  assumes  as  fact 
what  is  to  be  proved,  “  that  the  Spirit  of  the  Lord 
attends  and  approves  what  his  word  condemns,  and 
that  souls  are  converted  to  God.  The  most  correct 
conclusion  is,  that  God  does  not  bless  the  course  of 
the  errorist,  nor  those  who  sustain  him,  whatever 
appearances  to  the  contrary.  God  may  overrule 
wicked  conduct,  and  bless  his  own  truth  by  whom¬ 
soever  spoken,  but  does  not  sanction  the  instrumen¬ 
tality  or  measures  employed.  Because  Satan  trans¬ 
forms  himself  and  appears  holy  as  an  angel  of  light, 
which  event  God  may  overrule  for  his  own  glorv. 
He  does  not  therefore  approve  the  conduct  of  Satan, 

3.  Another  objection  is,  “  that  to  abstain  from 
attendance  on  such  teachers  will  excite  their  pre- 
judice,  and  prevent  our  doing  them  good.  We 
ought  to  exercise  charity  to  all.”  We  need  only 
remark  that  this  objection  is  based  on  a  false  phi¬ 
losophy,  and  contrary  to  Scripture.  The  more 
firmness  in  opposing  error,  if  otherwise  consistent, 
the  sooner  will  it  be  overthrown.  The  policy  of 
the  objector  is  virtually  doing  evil  that  good  may 
come.  Besides,  we  cannot  suppose  Christ  was  un 
wise,  or  the  apostle  John  uncharitable,  when  they 
gave  such  instructions  as  noticed  above.

pers. 

Whereas,  The  Rev.  Amos  Lefavor,  formerly 
pastor  of  the  Consociated  church  in  North  Madi 
son,  was  dismissed  from  said  church  by  this  body, 
in  December,  1840,  with  the  ordinary  recommend¬ 
ation  as  a  Congregational  minister  in  regular  stand¬ 
ing,  which  recommendation  he  has  used  to  intro¬ 
duce  himself  to  the  confidence  of  the  churches, 
and  which,  it  is  understood,  he  still  retains,  and 
may  still  use  for  the  same  purpose;  and 

Whereas,  Charges  have  been  publicly  made 
against  said  Lefavor,  of  unministerial  and  unchris¬ 
tian  conduct,  while  employed  in  a  Presbyterian 
church  under  the  care  of  the  Presbytery  of  Che¬ 
nango,  N.Y.;  and 

Whereas,  The  Association  of  ministers  connect¬ 
ed  with  this  body,  whose  duty  it  is,  by  the  consti¬ 
tution  of  our  churches,  to  inquire,  in  the  first  in¬ 
stance,  into  all  such  charges,  have  requested  the 
Presbytery  of  Chenango,  as  a  friendly  ecclesiasti 
cal  body  on  the  spot,  to  investigate  these  charges 
and 

Whereas,  Said  Association  has  reported  to  this 


body  the  result  of  said  investigation,  (of  which  Mr. 
Lefavor  was  duly  notified,  and  which  he  was  earn¬ 
estly  requested  to  attend)  and  has  also  reported  the 
evidence,  taken  under  oath,  together  with  a  ceitifi- 
cate  of  the  Presbytery  as  to  the  character  of  the 
witnesses,  and  their  appearance  under  examination; 
therefore, 

Voted,  That  in  view  of  the  evidence  thus  obtain¬ 
ed,  we  consider  the  said  Lefavor  as  proved  guilty  of 
improper  intimacy  with  a  female  member  of  his 
congregation  in  South  New-Berlin,  N.  Y., — of 
wilfully  deserting  his  wife  in  consequence  thereof 
— and  of  neglecting  for  nearly  a  year,  to  provide 
for  the  support  of  his  wdfe  and  children. 

Voted,  That  the  recommendation  given  to  said 
Lefavor,  by  this  body,  in  December,  1 840,  be,  and 
that  it  is  hereby  recalled — and  also,  that  we  hereby 
caution  Christians  of  all  denominations,  not  to  re¬ 
ceive  or  employ  him  as  a  minister  of  the  gospel  in 
regular  standing.

It 
seems  but  yesterday  since  all  this  was  reality ; 

^  since  the  sadness  of  the  parting  hour,  and  the  dim 
foreboding  that  to  some  might  have  shadowed  the 
future,  were  lighted  up  with  the  hope  that  she 
might  long  be  spared  to  be  useful — perhaps  again 
to  meet  with  us  on  earth.  But  now,  as  in  a  mo¬ 
ment — in  the  very  midst  of  festivities,  such  as  those 
in  which  we  parted  from  her,  undimmed,  however, 
by  the  sadness  that  then  was  with  us — in  the  very 
midst  of  these  festivities,  come  to  us  the  tidings  of 
her  death — that  she  has  gone  from  us  forever ! 

And  with  deep  thankfulness  do  we  rejoice  that  with 
those  sad  tidings,  we  may  also  hear  her  voice 
sounding  to  us  from  that  distant  land,  “  Weep  not 
for  me !  ”  With  full  reason  do  we  trust  that  she  1 
might  say  this ;  not  from  her  morality,  though  this 
was  spotless ;  not  from  her  loveliness  and  excel¬ 
lence,  though  these  were  unusual,  and  left  their 
impress  upon  every  heart ;  but  because  her  hopes 
were  rested  on  the  rock  of  ages — on  the  Redeemer 
of  sinners.

She  sailed,  as  already  remarked,  in  April,  1841, 
and  arrived  in  Syria  in  the  June  following.  Not 
quite  a  year  had  she  been  on  the  foreign  field, 
where  she  was  beloved  by  all,  and  had  already  en¬ 
tered  upon  her  active  duties  as  a  missionary,  when 
she  was  called  to  the  bed  of  sickness — to  the  bed  of 
death.  But  a  few  short  weeks  before  her  depart¬ 
ure,  she  was  in  almost  perfect  health,  and  soon 
was  permitted  to  rejoice  in  perhaps  the  most  tender 
and  hallowed  feelings  of  earth — those  of  one  for 
the  first  time  a  mother.  “  At  this  moment,”  says 
her  husband,  “  we  were  perfectly  happy.”  But 
alas  1  how  uncertain  and  fleeting  is  the  happiness 
of  earth !  In  two  days  she  was  taken  with  fever 
and  inflammation,  leading  on  to  alarming  results ; 
and  under  these,  notwithstanding  every  effort  and 
attention  that  skil[  and  affection  could  suggest,  she 
gradually  grew  worse  for  some  days,  until,  on  the 
27th  of  May,  she  quietly  sunk  to  her  rest — “  ceas¬ 
ing  to  breathe,”  says  Dr.  De  Forest,  “in  a  man¬ 
ner  so  gradual,  and  with  a  smi'.e  so  spread  over 
her  whole  countenance,  that  we  could  not  but  thank 
God  for  her  peaceful  end.” 

When  first  informed  that  there  was  no  hope  of 
her  recovery,  she  was  somewhat  agitated.  In  a 
moment,  however,  she  recovered  herself,  and  calm¬ 
ly  sent  her  dying  messages  of  affection  to  her  fam¬ 
ily  and  friends — charging  them  to  live  for  God, 
and  in  constant  preparation  for  death.  Then  turn- 
j  ing  her  thoughts  to  herself,  at  Jirst  she  did  not  find 
!  that  full  assurance  that  she  said  she  had  supposed 
!  God  gave  to  all  his  people,  and  which  she  had  ex- 
I  pected  in  the  hour  of  death.  Before  her  departure, 

I  however,  she  found  it,  to  the  full.  For  on  being 
!  afterwards  asked,  “  If  the  Savior  was  with  her,  and 
:  if  she  felt  that  she  was  supported  by  him,”  her  face 
j  was  lighted  up  with  an  almost  angelic  smile,  and 
I  she  attempted  to  utter  the  word  “  glorious” — thus 
I  showing  that  she  had  found  light  in  the  “  dark  val- 
I  ly  of  the  shadow  of  death.” 

[  Just  before  her  death,  came  a  letter  from  this 
country,  reminding  her  that  “she  had  solemnly 
I  promised  to  write  and  inform  its  writer  whether, 

,  after  being  six  months  in  Syria  ,«he  could  conscien- 
!  tiously  say  that  she  continued  to  rejoice  in  the  step 
I  she  had  taken — that  she  was  fully  assured  she  had 
I  done  what  was  right  and  best  and  for  her  individ 
I  ual  happiness,  and  had  never  regretted  the  sacrifice 
she  had  made  in  giving  up  friends  and  home  and 
country  for  the  cause  of  Christ.”  This  message 
arrived  too  late  to  be  communicated  to  herself;  for 
it  came  when  she  was  thought  to  be  dying.  But 
as  if  providentially  to  answer  it,  when  soon  after¬ 
ward  her  husband  was  about  leaving  her  for  a  little 
while  that  she  might  rest,  she  called  him  back  “  to 
say  one  thing  before  she  forgot  it,  and  while  she 
had  strength;”  and  that  was  “that  she  had  never 
regretted,  but  always  rejoiced  that  she  had  gone  as 
a  missionary  to  Syria.”  This  was  said  without  its 
ailed  for  or  suggested  by  any  inquiry  or  al¬ 
lusion  to  the  subject.

If  the  Lord  is  God,  if  his 
authority  is  supreme,  if  his  favor  is  better  than  life, 
then  serve  him ;  but  if  the  Bible  be  false,  if  a  future 
state  be  only  the  dream  of  enthusiasm,  if  your 
riches  and  delights  can  fully  satisfy,  then  serve 
Mammon.  It  is  surely  necessary  to  settle  speedily 
a  point  which  is  the  very  hinge  on  which  your  wo 
or  welfare  turns.  Your  best  interests  are  at  stake. 
It  is  high  time  to  determine  a  question  which  in¬

very  many  of  its  difficulties.  You  will  fall  in 
with  a  favoring  current,  in  place  of  having  to  buffet 
an  opposing  one;  and  instead  of  being  discouraged 
by  the  laboriousness  of  your  attempts,  your  success, 
and  the  profit  which  attends  it,  will  gradually  ren¬ 
der  the  duty  a  pleasure,  rather  than  a  toil. 

One  of  the  most  common  causes  of  failure  in 
attempts  at  religious  meditation,  is  that  the  mind  is 
wearied  and  distracted,  in  wandering  vaguely  over 
the  wide  field  of  general  truth.  General  views 
are  almost  necessarily  indefinite ;  they  seem,  there¬ 
fore,  too  remote  and  abstract  to  affect  us  powerfully. 
Though  for  many  purposes  thev  are  useful,  they 
are  not  fitted  to  operate  on  the  affections.  Suppose, 
in  illustration  of  the  point,  you  should  set  yourself 
to  meditate  on  history.  You  might  begin  with  the 
origin  of  states,  and  glance  over  the  great  outline 
of  events  from  age  to  age,  observing  when  and 
how  one  rose  and  another  fell,  and  by  what  means 
and  instruments  great  re  volutions  were  accomplish¬ 
ed,  until  you  had  formed  to  yourself  a  comprehen¬ 
sive  view  of  the  annals  of  the  world.  It  is,  how¬ 
ever,  impossible  to  conceive,  that  your  sympathies 
should  be  awakened  in  this  manner.  'The  act  of 
making  such  a  general  survey,  would  be  a  mere 
effort  of  the  intellect;  instructive  it  may  be,  yet 
cool  and  unaffecting.  But  instead  of  this  you  turn 
your  attention  to  a  single  point,  to  the  siege  and 
sacking  of  a  city,  to  the  details  of  hard  fought 
battles,  to  the  unavailing  heroism  of  a  Cato,  or  the 
crimes  and  misfortunes  of  a  Mary ;  and  all  your 
feelings  are  aroused,  and  you  are  moved  to  indig¬ 
nation  at  oppression,  and  melted  into  pity  at  distress. 
In  like  manner,  if  the  mind  be  sent  to  rove  over 
the  broad  surface  of  God’s  truth,  as  nature  and 
revelation  spread  it  out,  it  will  come  back  cold  and 
unexcited  as  before.  But  select  a  single  topic,  ead

Gottfried  Ephraim  Lessing,  is  one  of  those! 
names,  which  will  continue  to  live,  as  long  as  the  | 
history  of  German  Literature.  Lessing,  though  j 
raised  by  his  genius  far  above  the  ordinary  crowd  | 
of  authors,  nevertheless  owes  much  of  his  distinc-| 
tion  to  his  time  and  position  among  the  Germans.  | 
Previous  to  his  time,  German  (general)  Literature  ; 
presented  little  or  nothing  worthy  of  attention.  All 
was  low  and  dark.  If  here  and  there  a  few  sparks 
did  glimmer,  it  was  but  to  testify  their  own  existence, , 
too  feebly  to  enlighten  us.  “  Among  others,  there 
had  been  a  certain  Gottsched,  who  had  contrived  to ' 
be  thought  a  poet,  for  a  time,  and  reigned  as  Carlyle  | 
says,  “  like  night,  in  rayless  majesty  over  a  slumber¬ 
ing  people.”  Previous  to  Lessing’s  time,  the  most , 


the  mean  time,  however,  he  had  secured  the  friend¬ 
ship  of  many  distinguished  persons,  and  published  I' 
some  of  his  most  important  works ;  among  which, 
beside  his  plays,  were  his  Laocoon,  or  the  Limits 
of  Poetry  and  Painting,  and  his  Draniaturgie. 
He  afterwards  made  one  journey  to  Italy,  in  com¬ 
pany  with  Prince  Leopold,  of  Brunswick — wrote 
many  important  works  in  the  various  departments 
of  knowledge,  and  died  February  15,  1781,  at 
evening,  aged  53.  There  is  a  Berlin  edition  of  his 
complete  works,  in  thirty-four  volumes.  Other 
editions  have  been  published,  and  will  continue  to  I' 
be  published,  probably,  while  the  Germans  con¬ 
tinue  to  read,  for  they  contain  the  thoughts  of  a 
highly  gifted,  and  highly  cultivated  man,  and  his 
prose  style  is  a^model  which  will  be  hardly  sur¬ 
passed  and  rarely  equaled.  His  Criticism  was 
the  dawn  of  a  new  and  magnificent  era  in  German 
literature.  In  his  natural  endowments,  Lessing 
appears  to  have  been  one  of  those  rare  men,  in 
whom  the  imperial  character  of  genius  is  blended

As  a  writer,  he  is  clear  and  compact  as  Paley,  vivid 
and  strong  as  Swift,  and  bright  and  beautiful  as, 
Addison.  His  style  has  been  described,  as  that  most 
admired  by  Englishmen.  Those  not  acquainted ! 
with  his  writings,  may  judge  of  his  intellectual 
spirit,  by  the  fact,  that  his  Draviaturgie  destroyed 
the  reign  of  the  French  drama,  among  the  Germans, 
and  introduced  them  to  a  knowledge  of  Shakspeare. ; 

In  the  following  brief  notice  of  his  life  and  wri-| 
tings,  I  havedrawn  from  various  sources, but  chiefly ! 
from  a  German  sketch  of  his  life  which  I  find  pre¬ 
fixed  to  a  volume  of  his  works. 

Lessing  was  born  January  22,  1729,  at  Kamentz, ! 
a  town  in  Upper  Lusatia.  His  father  was  a  very ' 
strict  and  orthodox  Lutheran  clergyman,  who  took 
great  pains  with  the  religious  education  of  his  son.  i 
The  elder  Lessing  was  also  a  very  learned  man,  | 
and  being  almost  uninterruptedly  engaged  with  his 
studies,  his  example,  as  well  as  discipline,  very  | 
early  contributed  to  awaken  in  his  boy,  a  great  love  j 
of  books,  and  rare  habits  of  diligence.  His  early  1 
love  of  books  is  well  shown  by  the  following  inci-1 
dent.  When  he  was  about  five  years  old,  a  painter 
was  employed  to  take  his  portrait.  The  artist  pro- : 
posed  to  paint  him  with  a  bird  sitting  by  his  side ; 
in  a  cage.  This  young  Lessing  strenuously  op-  j 
posed,  declaring  he  would  be  painted  “  with  a  great ; 
Jteap  W  books’’  around  him. 

He  remained  with  his  father,  by  whom  his  edu¬ 
cation  was  carefully  superintended,  until  he  was 
twelve  years  of  age.  At  this  age  he  was  sent  to 
the  school  at  Meissen,  where  he  remained  six' 
j'ears.  Here,  besides  Greek,  Latin,  and  Mathe- ; 


It  was  during  his  residence  at  Wolfenbuttel, 
that  Lessing  began  to  share  in  theological  contro¬ 
versy'.  Here  he  published  a  series  of  theological 
treatises,  entitled,  “  Wolfenbuttel  Fragments,  by  an 
Unknown  Author,”  written,  as  was  afterwards  as¬ 
certained,  by  Samuel  Reimarus,  Professor  in  Ham¬ 
burg.  These  Fragments  were  marked  by  a  some¬ 
what  cautious,  yet  most  decided  and  warlike  spirit 
of  infidelity.  They  treat  of  the  toleration  of  Deists, 
the  Old  Testament,  the  Resurrection  of  Christ,  the 
possibility  of  a  Revelation,  and  the  object  of  Christ 
and  his  apostles.  Their  publication  involved  the 
publisher  in  one  of  the  fiercest  theological  wars. 
They  were  a  most  efficient  contribution  to  the 
rising  spirit  of  Neology,  the  child  of  Semler,  which 
his  disciples  were,  at  that  time,  busily  nursing. 
Lessing  published  various  theological  w’orks  from 
his  own  pen ;  among  which  are  his  “  Theological 
Discourses,”  and  his  “  Education  of  the  Human 
Race.”  He  was  a  decided  Neologist,  and  devoted 
his  great  powers  to  a  bad  cause.  Yet  in  these 
works  there  is  much  gold  among  th '  grav'd ;  per¬ 
haps  I  ought  to  add,  that  both  the  gold  and  the 
gravel  lie  at  the  bottom  of  a  deep  and  poisonous 
stream. 

It  is  but  justice  to  Lessing,  however,  to  say,  that 
his  own  opinions  were  not  in  agreement  with  the 
Wolfenbuttel  Fragments — that  he  professed  to  see 
a  difference  between  making  war  on  the  theologians. 
and  attacking  Christianity — and  that  in  one  of  his 

I  j  discourses,  he  warmly  approves  and  defends  the 
I;  fervent  piety  of  the  Moravians.  But  he  was  not 
'  j  a  sincere  Christian — his  unbelieving  spirit  had  been 
disgusted  with  “  the  theologians”  at  Leipsic,  where 
his  father  had  sent  him  to  study  theology — religion 
interested  him  only  as  a  matter  for  intellectual  in- 
he  defended  the  Moravians  because  “the

TFSCAN  FFAMANTRV.

Messrs.  Editors  : — The  following  extract  from 
Madame  Starke’s  Guide  Book,  I  have  transcribed  j 
for  your  columns,  as  it  exhibits  in  a  most  interest¬ 
ing  manner  the  simplicity  of  private  life  among  the 
Tuscan  peasantry,  and  shows  the  grateful  and  deli¬ 
cate  turn  of  mind  which  they  possess.

Rock*  of  lioke  Superior. 

Upon  the  southern  coast  of  Lake  Superior,  about 
fifty  miles  from  the  Llls  of  St.  Mary,  are  the  im¬ 
mense  precipitous  cliffs,  ealled  by  the  voyagers, 
Le  Potrail  and  the  Pictured  Rocks.  This  name 
has  been  given  them  in  consequence  of  the  differ¬ 
ent  appearance  which  they  present  to  the  traveler, 
as  he  passes  their  base  in  his  canoe.  It  requires 
little  aid  from  the  imagination  to  discern  in  them 
the  castellated  tower  and  lofty  dome,  spires  and 
pinnacles,  and  every  sublime,  grotesque,  or  fantas-  i 
tic  shape  which  the  genius  of  architecture  ever  in¬ 
vented.  These  cliffs  are  an  unbroken  mass  of; 
rocks,  rising  to  an  elevation  of  three  hundred  feet  j 
above  the  level  of  the  lake,  and  stretching  along  | 
the  coast  for  fifteen  miles.  The  voyagers  never  j 
pass  this  coast  except  in  the  most  profound  calm ;  | 
and  the  Indians,  before  they  make  the  attempt,  of  | 
fer  their  accustomed  oblations,  to  propitiate  thej 
favor  of  their  Monitas.  The  eye  instinctively ; 
searches  along  this  eternal  rampart  for  a  single; 
place  of  security;  but  the  search  is  vain.  With| 
an  impassable  barrier  of  rocks  on  one  side,  and  an  ; 
interminable  expanse  of  water  on  the  other,  a  sud-i 
den  storm  upon  the  lake  would  as  inevitably  insure ; 
the  destruction  of  the  passenger  in  his  frail  canoe,  1 
as  if  he  were  on  the  brink  of  the  cataract  of  Ni-  j 
agara.  The  rock  itself  is  a  sandstone,  which  is  < 
disintegrated  by  the  continual  action  of  the  water, 

I  j  with  comparative  facility.  There  are  no  broken 

j  'l  masses  upon  which  the  eye  can  rest  and  find  relief. 

I;  The  lake  is  so  deep,  that  these  masses  as  they  are 

I I  torn  from  the  precipice,  are  concealed  beneath  its 

ji  water  until  they  are  reduced  to  sand.  The  action 

of  the  waves  has  undermined  every  projecting 
point ;  and  there  the  immense  precipice  rests  upon 
arches,  and  the  foundation  is  intersected  with  cav¬ 
erns  in  every  direction. 

When  we  passed  this  immense  fabric  of  nature, 
the  wind  was  still  and  the  lake  was  calm.  But 
even  the  slightest  motion  of  the  waves,  which,  in 
the  most  profound  calm,  agitates  these  internal  seas, 
swept  through  the  deep  caverns  with  the  noise  of 
distant  thunder,  and  died  away  upon  the  ear  as  it 
rolled  forward  in  the  dark  recesses,  inaccessible  to 
human  observation.  No  sound  more  melancholy 
or  more  awful  ever  vibrated  on  human  nerves! 
It  has  left  an  impression  which  neither  time  nor 
distance  can  ever  efface!  Resting  in  a  frail  bark  ! 
canoe  upon  the  limpid  waters  of  the  lake,  wej 
seemed  almost  suspended  in  air,  so  pellucid  is  the 
element  upon  which  we  floated.  In  gazing  upon  I 
the  towering  battlements  which  impended  over  us,  | 
and  from  which  a  fragment  would  have  destroyed 
us,  we  felt,  and  felt  intensely,  our  own  insignifi- 1 
cance.  No  situation  can  be  imagined  more  appall-  i 
ing  to  the  courage,  or  more  humbling  to  the  piidej 
of  man.  We  appeared  like  a  speck  upon  the  face ! 
of  creation.  Our  whole  party,  Indians,  and  voy- ! 
agers,  and  soldiers,  officers  and  servants,  contem- 1 
plated  in  mute  astonishment,  the  awful  display  of| 
creative  power,  at  whose  base  we  hung ;  and  no  j 
sound  broke  upon  the  ear  to  interrupt  the  ceaseless ! 
roaring  of  the  waters.  No  splendid  cathedral,  no : 
temple  built  with  human  hands,  no  pomp  of  wor-' 
ship  could  ever  impress  the  spectator  with  such  ; 
humility,  and  so  strong  a  conviction  of  the  immense ' 
distance  between  him  and  the  Almighty  Architect.  |

water,  in  which  the  flowers  are  preserved  fresh. 
Children  are  often  seen  thus  dressing  the  graves 
of  their  mothers — and  mothers  wreathing  garlands 
for  the  graves  of  their  children. 

A  late  traveler,  on  going  early  in  the  morning 
into  one  of  the  church-yards  in  the  village  of  Wir- 
fin,  saw  six  or  seven  persons  decorating  the  graves 
of  their  friends,  and  of  some  who  had  been  buried 
twenty  years.  What  a  delightful  and  profitable 
school  for  the  affections,  would  such  scenes  afford 
the  visitors  of  the  New-Haven  Cemetery  ?  This 
custom  also  prevails  in  Scotland,  and  in  North  and 
South  Wales.  An  epitaph  there  says, 

“  The  village  maidens  to  her  grave  shall  bring 
The  fragrant  garland,  each  returning  spring, 
Selected  sweets!  in  emblem  of  the  maid, 

Who  underneath  this  hallowed  turf  is  laid.” 

In  Wales,  children  have  snowdrops,  primroses,  ' 
violets,  hazel-bloom,  and  sallow  blossoms  on  their 
graves.  Persons  of  mature  years,  have  tansy,  box, 
ivy,  and  rue.  In  South  Wales,  no  flowers  or  ev¬ 
ergreens  are  permitted  to  be  planted  on  graves  but 
those  which  are  sweet  scented.  Pink,  polyanthus, 
sweet-williams,  gilliflowers,  carnations,  mignion- 
ette,  thyme,  hyssop,  camomile,  and  rosemary  are 
used.  The  red  roses  are  appropriated  to  the  graves 
of  good  and  benevolent  persons. 

In  Easter  week,  most  graves  are  newly  dressed, 
and  manured  with  fresh  earth.  In  Whitsuntide 
holy-days,  they  are  again  dressed,  weeded,  and  if 
necessary,  replanted.  No  person  ever  breaks  or 
disturbs  flowers  thus  planted.  It  is  considered  sac¬ 
rilege.  To  the  shame  of  some  depraved  wretches, 

I  saw  evidence  that  it  is  not  so  in  New-Haven. 

In  Cabul,  burying  grounds  are  held  in  great 
veneration,  and  called  Cities  of  the  Silent.  The 
Jews  call  them  Houses  of  the  Dead.  The  Egyp¬ 
tians  visited  the  graves  of  their  friends  twice  a 
week,  and  strewed  sweet  bazil  on  them,  and  do  to 
this  day. 

While  the  custom  of  decorating  graves  and 
grave-yards  with  flowers,  and  ornamental  trees  and 
shrubs,  has  prevailed  so  longand  extensively  among 
ancient  and  modern  civilized  nations,  some  of  the 
American  aborigines  will  not  permit  a  weed  or 
blade  of  grass,  nor  any  other  vegetable,  to  grow 
upon  the  graves  of  their  friends.  With  few  excep¬ 
tions,  there  has  hitherto  been  in  ourcountry  a  strange 
remissness  on  this  subject,  which  would  surprise 
the  heathen.  Graves  and  church-yards  are  left  to 
the  course  of  gradual  dilapidation  and  decay,  which 
ever  follows  in  the  train  of  moral  degradation. — 
New-Haven  Palladium, 


Drcoraling  Ihe  Grare  with  Flowers.  | 

There  is  a  kind  of  pathos  and  touching  tenderness 
of  expression  in  these  sweet  and  fragrant  emblems 
of  affection,  which  language  cannot  reach,  and 
which  is  calculated  to  perpetuate  a  kind  of  soothing 
sympathy  between  the  living  and  the  dead.  They 
speak  of  cords  of  love,  too  strong  for  even  the  grave 
to  break  asunder.  This  practice  no  doubt  gave  i 
rise  to  the  ancient  custom  which  prevailed  in  the ; 
East  of  burying  in  gardens,  and  is  one  which  con-! 
duces  to  the  gratification  of  the  best  feelings  of  our , 
nature.  It  prevailed  generally  in  and  about  the 
Holy  City,  and  also  among  the  Medes,  Persians, 
Grecians,  and  Romans.  The  Persians  adopted  it 
from  the  Medes — the  Grecians  from  the  Persians. : 
In  Rome,  persons  of  distinction  were  buried  in  gar- 1 
dens  or  fields  near  the  public  roads.  Their  mon-l 
uments  were  decorated  with  chaplets,  and  lealsams,  j 
and  garlands  of  flowers. 

The  tomb  of  Achilles  was  decorated  with  ama¬ 
ranth  ;  the  urn  of  Philopemen  was  covered  with  chap¬ 
lets  ;  the  grave  of  Sophocles  with  roses  and  ivy ;  that  of 
Anacreon  with  ivy  andflowrets.  Baskets  of  lilies, ' 
violets,  and  roses,  were  placed  in  the  graves  of 
husbands  and  wives,  white  roses  on  those  of  un¬ 
married  females.  In  Java,  the  inhabitants  scatter 
flowers  over  the  bodies  of  their  friends ;  in  China, 
the  custom  of  planting  flowers  on  the  graves  of| 
their  friends,  is  of  very  ancient  date,  and  still  pre¬ 
vails.  The  natives  of  Surat  strew  fresh  flowers 
on  the  graves  of  their  saints  every  year. 

In  Tripoli,  the  tombs  are  decorated  with  gar-  j 
lands  of  roses,  of  Arabian  jessamine,  and  orange  ^ 

and  myrtle  flowers.  ,  .  •  ' 

In  Schwytz,  a  village  in  Switzerland,  there  is  a  j 
beautiful  little  church-yard,  in  which  almost  every  | 
grave  is  covered  with  pinks.  In  the  elegant, 
church-yard  in  Wirfin,  in  the  valley  of  Salza,  in; 
Germany,  the  graves  are  covered  with  little  oblong  j 
boxes,  which  are  planted  with  perennial  shrubs,  or  j 
renewed  with  annual  flowers ;  and  others  are  so 
dressed  on  fete  days.  Suspended  from  the  orna¬ 
ments  of  recent  graves,  are  little  vases  filled  with 


TeachiDK  of  the  Mpirit. 

Aside  from  the  moral  influence  of  religion,  it 
exerts  a  mighty  power  on  the  mind.  The  same 
law  which  “  converteth  the  soul,  maketh  wise  the 
simple ;”  the  same  statutes  which  “  rejoice  the 
heart,  enlighten  the  eyes.”  This  fact  is  seen  in 
respect  to  communities  and  individuals.  A  reli¬ 
gious  nation  will  show  more  cultivation  of  the  in¬ 
tellect  than  an  irreligious  one  in  the  same  state  of 
civilization  in  other  respects.  An  individual  who 
yields  his  heart  to  the  power  of  religion,  will 
evince  more  activity,  and  rise  to  a  wider  range  of 
thought  than  his  more  worldly  neighbor  of  the 
same  rank  as  himself.  The  reason  is  obvious. — 
The  mind  is  occupied  in  contemplating  subjects  of 
the  most  intense  interest,  and  the  most  lofty  gran¬ 
deur,  and  in  such  contemplation  its  powers  are  ex¬ 
ercised  and  strengthened,  and  raised  above  the  de¬ 
basing  and  groveling  influences  of  mere  earthly 
pursuits.

I  have  loved  to  notice  these  operations  of  the  Spi¬ 
rit  on  the  mind,  and  have  often  been  pleased  to  no¬ 
tice  the  clearness  and  simplicity  of  thought  and 
language  in  the  remarks  of  plain,  unlettered  Chris¬ 
tians,  when  addressing  their  brethren  in  the  social 
prayer-meeting.  Two  or  three  examples  1  now 
present  from  my  journal. 

1.  At  one  ef  the  weekly  prayer-meetings,  a  plain 
uneducated  man  of  strong,  original  powers,  who  sat 
in  front  of  a  lamp,  in  the  course  of  some  familiar  ob¬ 
servations.  remarked,  “  I  was  thinking  while  looking 
at  the  lamp,  there’s  something  in  religion  after  all. 
Now  you  extinguish  the  blaze  of  the  lamp,  and  it 
still  remains  all  ready,  and  needs  only  trimming 
and  lighting.  So  we  read  of  the  virgins  who  were 
sleeping,  ‘  they  rose  and  trimmed  their  lamps.’  ” 
One  sitting  by,  an  aged,  consistent  Christian,  re¬ 
joined  :  “  It  is  not  right  for  the  wise  to  sleep  with 
the  foolish.  We  ought  to  keep  our  lamps  burning 
and  though  some  may  walk  along  by  others’ 
light  here,  yet  when  the  bridegroom  comes  it  will 
be  seen  who  are  the  true  virgins.”  Another,  a 
warm-hearted  though  humble  disciple,  added, 

“  This  ought  to  lead  us  to  self-examination.  We 
may  walk  along  by  another’s  light  here,  but  a 
brother’s  lamp,  a  brother’s  love  cannot  bring  us  to 
heaven.  We  ought  to  ask  ourselves  individually, 

“  Do  we  love  Christ?” 

At  a  prayer-meeting  on  a  day  which  had  dawn¬ 
ed  in  cloud,  but  whose  meridian  was  sunshine,  one 
remarked,  “  I  was  thinking  this  morning,  ‘  Do  you 
believe  the  sun  shines  when  there  is  so  much  fog 
and  mist?’  ‘Oyes,  I  know  it  shines;  only  this 
fog  prevents  my  seeing  it.’  ‘  Well  then,  does  not 
the  love  of  Christ  remain  the  same  ?  He  changes 
not,  only  the  mist  of  unbelief,  and  the  fog  of  dis¬ 
trust,  as  it  were,  keep  me  from  seeing  him.  And 
now,  what  shall  remove  this  cloud?  Why,  the 
Spirit  of  God  which  is  compared  to  the  wind.  The 
wind  has  scattered  this  mist  and  fog,  and  now  we 
see  the  sun.  So  the  Spirit  must  blow  on  the  heart, 
and  scatter  this  unbelief,  and  we  shall  see  Christ.” 

Said  a  young  man,  speaking  of  the  hinderances 
to  prayer,  “  We  ought  to  have  nothing  between 
us  and  God  but  Christ.”  Another,  who  had  labor¬ 
ed  hard  for  this  world’s  goods,  speaking  of  his 
worldly  substance,  “Even  if  my  property  is  Hot 
taken  away  from  me,  I  know  I  shall  soon  betaken 
away  from  it.” — Mother's  Mag.
